Compulsory .Attendance 
The compulsory attendance law is 
a law that requires every child in the 
district between the ages of 7 and 
16 to attend school unless he has 
certain specified reasons for being 
absent. This law constitutes the most 
widely used method of bringing 
about regularity of attendance, but 
until the past few years met with 
more succe.ss in city districts than in 
rural schools because in the rural 
districts the enforcement was left 
Is. Since counties are 
now permitted to have truant or at¬ 
tendance super\isors this law ha.s 
effective. It is the duty 
of the attendance supervisor to find 
out whal children are not in school. 
and why, and then .see tliat they are j 
seiil to school unless they have a law- , 
reason for being out. It is the!
